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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments see pages 6-7, filed 7/17/2009, with respect to the 101 rejection 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 101 rejection of claims 53-65 has been 
withdrawn. 

Additional Remarks 

2. Claim 53 and 57 are eligible statutory process since it passes the machine or 
transformation test since it is directed to a particular practical application of a judicial exception 
(i.e. applying makeup to the skin of a person). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 53-65 are allowed. 

After reviewing the remarks made by the Applicant in response to the non-final office action the 
Examiner finds the remarks to be persuasive. The most pertinent prior art is Fuji et al (7,336,810) 
and Nakata et al (US 6,916,288). Fuji et al teaches a skin evaluation method using image 
analysis, and in particular a skin evaluation method capable of objectively evaluating the luster 
and beauty of a skin and a simulation method capable of obtaining a variety of simulation images 
having different textures by using image analysis from two digital images picked up under 
specific conditions. Nakata et al teaches the methods for the skin analysis, more particularly, to 
methods for the skin analysis used for cosmetics selling system wherein analyzing the skin 
includes analyzing the skin to obtain analysis data of the skin of a customer based on a plurality 
of the skin analysis techniques; b. classifying conditions of the skin of the customer into a 
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plurality of classifications based on said data; and c. diagnosing the condition of the skin of the 
customer in accordance with said classifications, and wherein analysis of data obtained by 
answers to an interview concerning conditions of the skin, nature of the skin and current 
maintenance procedures in terms of the customer is included as one of said plurality of skin 
analysis techniques. Nakata clearly teaches questions with respect to the conditions of the skin of 
the customer and the nature of the skin of the customer are made to put to the customer, then 
diagnosis of the skin is performed based on answers from the customers and then support of the 
makeup is executed. Because neither Fuji nor Nakata references teaches arranging positional 
correlation of texture words in the coordinates of the ordinate and abscissa, and producing a 
texture image map by overlapping individual images on the texture word map and applying 
makeup to the skin of a person such that the applied makeup has a texture in accordance with the 
texture map. The Examiner finds no reason or motivation to combine the above references in an 
obviousness rejection thus placing the application in condition for allowance.
